In King Qoarles 1s Time Deli-

Do the High-Flyers Rave, do they 
Blaf{pheme, never be troubled at that, 
then the Day is our own, Precipitati- 
ons and Hellifh Excurfions muft ruin 
them, it ever did do fo, and ever will 
do fo, : 

This is an Age of Plot and Deceit, 
of Contradiction and Paradox, and 
the Nation can hardly know ker 
Friends from ber Enemies, Men 
{wearing to the Government, and 
withing it overturn’d, abjuring the 
Pretender, yetearneltly endeavouring 
to bring him: in, eating the Queens 
Bread and curfing the Donor, own- 
ing the Succeffion, and wifhing the 
Succeflors at the Devil, making the 
Marriage UNION, yet endeavour- 
ing the Divorce, fawning upon the 
Tolcration, yet railing at the Liberty ; 
it is very hard..dndeed under all thefe

Now, are we not infinitely oblized 
to Dr. Sacheverell, who throws off this 
Mask, and fairly tells thefe impofed 
upon Gentlemen what itis they really 
mean, rather than what thcy pre- 
tend———— Will it not go a great 
way tc open the Eyes of thefe honeft 
Churclemen, think ye, and will they 
not be eafily convinced I have often 
told them in vain, that the Safety of 
the Church, and:the reforming Hy- 
pocrifie were but Preicnces of the 
Party; but that the real Defign was 
hanging and drowning the Diffenters, 
and fending Mini(ters‘and People to 
tle Gallows and the Galleys, and 
they. would: not: belicve-«—- How 
did they ufe the Author of the 
Shortcit Way for fathering fuch a 
thing upon them, and making: the 

World 
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World helieve the Hizh-Flyers 
liad fuch bloody Defigus-——— 
But fure they will believe now, 
they have it trom the Pulpit, 
from the very Mouths of the 
Oraclesofthat Party,and preach’d
